the method for regulating rotational speed 
concerns an internal combustion engine 
provided as a generator drive or ships' 
propulsion system; 

in a first, stationary, operating state of 
the internal combustion engine, the input 
variable (E) corresponds to a first injection 
amount (qVl) (E = qVl) , which is calculated 
by means of a first characteristic curve; 
in a second, dynamic, operating state of the 
internal combustion engine, the input 
variable (E) corresponds to a second 
injection amount (qV2) (E = qV2), which is 
calculated by means of a second 
characteristic curve (14); and 

a switch is made from the first to the second 
characteristic curve when a switching 
condition is satisfied. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is thus novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

The present invention can therefore be considered 
to address the problem of ensuring that in an 
internal combustion engine that is provided as a 
generator drive or ship's propulsion system, in 
the first, stationary, operating state, any 
desired rotational speed can be set by the user 
(page 3, second paragraph) . 

The solution to this problem as proposed in 
claim 1 is neither disclosed nor suggested by any
